All kinds or fruits i;row here, ba- 
nanas, oranges, lemons, straw- 
berries, cocoanuts, etc. It is one 
of tbe most up to date cities in 
the country to day, going far be- 
yond tbe larger cities. There is 
less crime committed iu Honolulu 
than any other city in tbe world. 
There are quite a few Americans 
in Honolulu, and natives. Chinese 
and Japanese comprise tbe popu- 
lation of that city. 

We left Honolulu on Dec. Otb 
at 10:30 a. m. for our final journey, 
to the Philippines. A more beau- 
tirul trip we coold not wish for.
